The United States Supreme 
Court hus upheld the Eighteenth 
(Preohibjtion) Amendment. All 
Amcrica had: been eagerly await. 
ing the Court's ruling since the 
decision yiven by Federal Dis- 
trict Judge William) Clarte at 
Newark, New Jersey, in Decem- 
ber, declaring that the 
Eighteenth Amendment waa 
invalid. 

Judye Clark's decision was’ 
based on the contention that the 
Kighteenth Amendment should 
have been ratified by Constitu- 
tional Conventions, and not 
by the State  Legishatures.—

Judge Clark’s Ruling. 


Judge Clark decided In his 
ruling, which covered 42) type- 
written pages, that a ratification 
of the Elghteenth Amendment by 
tthe Legislnutures of the States 
instead of by the people assembled 
in State constitutional Conven- 
tions voided it-as a purt of. tho 
Constitution in violntion of the 
Fifth Article which provides the 
latter method of ratification.

- COL. MORCOM ADDRESSES 
- ROTARY CLUB. 


INTERESTING TALK. 


“When your British workman 
clamours for his cheap ten table, 
or his cheap rice pudding, he is 
directly encouraging under-pay- 
ment in ten and rice producing 
countries. We may deplore cheap 
Inbour in other 
countries, but thant docs not stop 
us from buying « cheap pair of 
Japanenc socks, or a cheap picce 
of Chinese silk, thereby yviving 
tacit consent to the very condi- 
tions we deprecate. It is not to 
the point to cnst the blame on 
greedy employers." So declared 
Lieut. Col. R. K, Morcom, C.B.E., 
of the British Economic Mission, 
In addressing local Rotarians at 
the Club’s meeting which wan held 
at Messrs, Lane, Crawford's 
restaurant yesterday, on the sub. 
ject of “Balance tn Commerce.” 
Sir William Hornell presided. , 

The Chairman. announced that 
new members of the Club were 
Rotarinn J. W. Hundred and 
Rotarian Alfred Morris.

| Chairman anid that he was a Dirce- 


tor of Lloyd’a Bank, a Director of 
Messrs. Belliss and Morcom, Ltd., 
and Chairman of the British 
Electrienl and Allied Manufacturers 
Associntion. He served with dis- 
tinction during the war, 

Speaking on the subject of 
“Balance in Commerce,” Lieut. Col, 
Morcom said:—Mr,. Chairman and 
assembled Rotarians.—Having had 
the privilege of picking the brains 
of s0 many of thoxe present, I have 
come to the conclusion that it fs 
not ag an engineer you have asked 
me to address you. but as a member 
of an Economic Mission. I do not 
know exactly what fs a suitable sub- 
ject for a post-tiffinal address, but 
I have a fair fdea of what Is not. 

Indigestible Subjects. 

For instance, the effect of diver- 
sity factor on the price of electri¢ 
supply, or the use of high super- 
heat on shipboard, would be much 
too indigestible.

engineering topic. There are times 
when engineers are extolled as bene- 
factors of mankind, but in the state 
of mental clarity which usually 
follows a heavy lunch, I do nat 
think that idea would be accepted. 
As the proverb says in vino, or beer, 
or whisky, ax the case may 
be, veritas, 

Let it be confessed here that the 
engineer ia the real villain ‘of the 
piece, Without him, we should still 
be living in the sggood old days of 
flint arrows, homespun, carts and 
coracles, He haa replaced these by 
destructive armaments, masi pro- 
duced textiles, lorries and liners.

THE ROMANCE OF THE } 
' TYPEWRITER, 2}

No machine has exerted a 
gcenter influence wpen  commar- 
cinl, profeastonal and socint life 
than the typewriter, The print- 
ing press with its movable types 
was epochal. The production of 
booke and periodicals within the 
ability of everyone to — procure 
them fiberated mankind from the 
slayery of ignorance and the 
thrall of superstition, And the 
typewriter, which did not come 
upon the scene until centuries 
after the art of printihy had been 
wiven to the ‘world, liberated 
milllons from the drudgery of 
handwriting, created a new oe 
cupation. for men and women andl 
did away with many of the an. 
‘cient, slow und tabourious — pro- 
cesses of necounting and mani- 
folding letters and . documents. 
The typewriter has become in 
truth “the little brother of the 
printing press” and the clicking 
of the keys is heard in every Jand. 

During the Jast twenty five 
years, the typewriter has un- 
dergone ity wrentest developments, 
becoming cxasential in business 
end professional, offices and ex. 
tending ity use inte scneols and 
homes, ‘ 

As far back a3 1714 we learn of 
an invention by a man nannd 
MUL, in England, but it was never 
exploited. Over a century later 
the typographer of AVilliam Aus- 
tin Burt of Detroit produced good 
work, letters written upon‘it iff 
1830 being still extant. Unfor- 
ttnately the offgiag) model was 
destroyed in the Patents Office 
fire in 1836, but duplicates: have 
been mide by the grandson of the 
inventor. One of ‘these: iscin a 
Museum in London (presumably 
the South Kensington) and the 
other In ‘Washington, The Typo- 
grapher was never built on a cam. 
mercinl acnle, capital being necer- 
sary, and the inventor having: 
other Interests. 

Alter this came quite a number 
of inventions, Progin of Marsell- 
los, Littledule of England, and 
Leavitt, Beach Foucauld, Eddy, 
Marchesi, Hughes, Jones, Thoma 
and others, None of whom cver 
marketed their inventions, but 
each contributed something to the 
invention of the practical — typ. 
writer, : 

In 1867 Christopher Catham 
Scholes and ussocintes built the 
first model of the typewriter which 
later became .commercinly — suc- 
cessful. In 1873 this machine was 
offered on the market by the Re- 
mingtons, and was followed from 
year to year by other models show- 
ing many’ refinements, but it is in- 
teresting to note that the original 
keyboard of the — first Remington 
model hak been adopted by . all 
mantfactarers throughout — the 
world, 

Because of his fame os a sitc- 
cessful inventor, even in the late 
sixties and early seventies, it was 
ho more than natural that the ad- 
view of Thomas A, Edison should 
be sought by othér inventors. It 
is related that Chriatopher Latham 
Schales brought to My. Edison the 
wooden model of the typewriter, 
which would write, but the align- 
ment of the letters waa poor. Mv. 
Edison made one or two of the 
machines of metal and succecded 
in getting the letters to line up. 
He wns not enthusiastic over the 
idea of the typewriter, however, 
bolieving that the machine would

Prove tao slow for ttle: ‘ 
Tenee v practical pur- 
Visibility of writing was a.covet. 
ed goal fairly carly in typowrlter 
history. For instance there was 
the Bar-lock, invented by Cliarles 
Spiro, This gave fuli_ visthility 
provided the machine was at the 
proper height, and the operator 
sat erect, otherwise the upright 
semi-circular nest of type bars 
interfered with the vision.

Wagner machine, — aubge- 
quently the Underwood, in which 
the mechanism was advanced to- 
wards the ideal nehieved in moa 
dern typewriters. It is interesting 
to note that In 1892, 1893 and 1894 

Franz. X. Wagner and his son, in 
the shop of the Typewriter Inspec- 
tion Company, built the first four 
models of the machine Jnter known 
as the Underwood, 

Tho outstanding event in the 
development of the industry dur. 
ing the last twenty five years wir 
the coming of the Portable type- 
writer, The earliest form of port- 
able machine. was a folding 
machine with three rows of keys 
and a double shift. It was first 
known aa the Rose Typewriter, 
then as the Standard Folding, and 
later became familiar as the’ 
Coronu, © The first portable 
machine to achieve wide use and 
areot popularity was the Blickens- 
derfer, recently revived by Re- 
mington-Rand Ine. aa the Rem- 
Blick. 

The Remington Typewriter Com- 
pany made the ‘first portable 
machine with the four bank key- 
board, This wau u great achieve- 
ment and its Jead has since been 
followed by other manufacturers. 

The straight-thrust principle of 
the type bar has been applied to'a - 
noiseless typewriter, which has 
since been perfected and put on 
the market as the Remington- 
Nofseleas. We have also recent. 
ly witnessed the invention of two | 
oloctric driven typewriters of -the - 
standard type, one being the Re- 
mington and the other the Wood- 
stock. ‘There are also one or.two 
lesser known Continental machines 
which are electrically operated, 

Two electric machines, the 
Cahill and the Ennis, were an- 
nounced in 1904, but they did not ~ 
develop into u commercial success, 
The Blickenaderder Electric also 
failed for the snme reason in 1904, 

The typewriter industry has 
kept in touch with new methoils 
and materials, with the result that 
the ‘machines of to-day are better 
made, run more smoothly, and ure 
more durable than those of an 
older day. 

-In a brief outline it is imposs- 
ible to trace the history of all 
thoxe machines which have their 
day. There are no fewer than 
elyhty typewriters of different 
manufacture, which can no longar’ 
be purchased. 

It is appropriate to pay a tribute 
of respect to these cartier produc- 
tions of the typewriting machine 
art which in their day add so much 
towards making, the writing 
machine an essential instrument 
of commercial life. They paved. 
tha way, #lthough the modern 
machine is amazing, they are built 
on the foundation laid by thoir 
predecessors, which worthily per- 
formed the work demanded — of

REMARKA BLE LETTER. 


Dramatic moments crowded one 
upon the other when. the final

Turning A Blind Eye. 


We.are too Inclined to discuss 
our difficulties us if they had some 
‘ quite different causc, but it really 
‘looks as though, onco again, we were 
turning a blind eye on a funda- 
mental - fact. Politiclana and 
financiers, by one expedient or an- 
other, by one palliative or another, 
have tried to moderate the shock, 
only to.find themeélves faced by In- 
creasingly dificult . problems. 
Labour {s atill misapplied, over- 
production fa rife in tho inflated 
trades, all the world still tries to 
«make and sell the same things re- 
gardless of natural development or 
appropriate enterprise. : 

What wo should do is to face the 
music and start restoring balance, 
rather than tinkering away with 
political secotine. We must weed 
out unwanted prodticers, cut out 
superfluous capitalisation, apply 
lnbour reasonably rather than 
apeculatively, and adjust the uneven 

‘rewnrds in the ranks of Inbour it- 
relf, In particular by Improving the 
reward of agricuiture. Unleas we 
do, crisis will follow crisis, and 
catastrophe will follow catastrophe, 
in ever incrensing waver, . 

ft ia to the economist we should 
look for guidance In these hard 
times. If economic science ia a 
science at all, which I sometimes 
doubt, it is the sclence af -com- 
mercial balance. I enannot help 
feeling that, like us, tradera and 
workers, they, too, are somewhat 
shaky on fundamentals. 
pursuit of the gold standard is an 
full of adventure as the pursuit of 
the Golden Fleece. The cloud with 
the silver Hning still hangs over 
the East, obscuring the rising sun. 

As an engineer, I_ often wonder 
if their gold standard * is much 
better than our old standard of 
power, “the work of oye horse,” be- 
fore we put it into acientific shape. 

L.often feel that economists for- 
get that they are dealing in a 
dynamic, and not a static, seiéhce, 
that their quantities are mostly 
vectors, and as such, only obey the 
laws: of simple arithmetic in ex- 
ceptionnl cases, 

Occasional phrases, such as “lag 
of retail prices,” or “speed of cir- 
culation,” show some realisation of 
facts, but generally they seem to 
me to be atill back on two and two 
make four. They forget that if 
two and two happen to be in opposi. 
tion they will make: just nothing. 
They tell us thnt if we send out one 
thousand pounds’ worth of goods, 
in due course we shall get one thou- 
sand pounds® worth back. But how 
will that profit us if, in the mean- 
time, we have died’or become bank- 
rupt? 

Let ous pray for an Economic 
Joule or Kelvin to put their science 
among the -aclences. ‘Then the 
maintenance of commercin! balance 
will be more easy of achievement,

In expressing thanks to the 
speaker, Rotarian Robertson said 
that he agreed with what Licut.

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DEATH OF BRIG.-GENERAL 
C. GREVILLE-HARSTON. 


By the death of Brigndicr- 
General C. Greville-Harston, of the 
Royal Marines, which took place at 
‘Croydon on January 18, the British 
navy and army lost one of the 
most popular figures-and a faith- 
ful servant’ who had spent the 
greator part of his life in ‘tho 
servico and defence of hia coun- 
try. Tho lato General, who was 
in his 88rd. yenr, had spent over 
60 years Jn tho -service—from 
1867 until after the end of the 
Great War. . 

Born in 1848, he was the fourth 
son of the Vicar of Sherborne 
Abbey, the Rov, Edward: Harston, 
and after having been educated at 
Sherborne School he joined. the 
Royal Marincs in 1867, Being of 
nu mechanical turn of mind he 
turned to the study of small arms 
and, In 1868, made the first ham- 
merless gun and Invented a quick- 
firing rifle, both of which he 
patented. In 1878 ho made a shore 
visit to Japan with a Battalion of 
Marines and on retutning home 
was put in charge of a Company 
which had been formed te work 
the rifle he had made. Later he 
went on official! missions to the 
Balkan, and visited most of the 
capitals of Europe, regarding 
which he had many interesting re- 
miniscencea to tell of the pro- 
minent people he met. In_1882 he 
tock part jn the first Egyptian 
War, on the conclusion of which 
he went to Canada, receiving a 
Commission, with the rank of 
Captain, in the Canadian Forces 
in 1883. Meanwhile, Captain 
Greville-Harston had invented yet 
another rifle—an |mprovement on 
the old Martini. When the North 
West Rebellion broke out in 1885 
he was given the command of a 
Company of Royal Grenadiers 
and served with distinction 
throughout the Riel Rebellion, 
under the late General McKenzic. 

Still keenly interested in rifte 
improvements, Capt. — Greville- 
Harston was, at the end of the 
rebellion, sent by the Small Arma 
Committee ta England where, at 
Enfield. he designed and made on 
miyrazine vifle--the forerunner of 
the present magazine Lee-Enfield, 
In 1889 he returned to Canada, 
serving at the District Camp of 
Instruction at Niagara, Further 
work on smal) arms eventually led 
to promotion and appointment to 
the Headquarters Staff of the 
Master General of Ordnance, 
and, in 1911, he was gazetted 
Chief Inspector of Arms and Am- 
munition for the Dominion. In 
1912 he visited England with other 
Colonial officers for the Autumn 
Manocuvres, und spent a month at 
Woolwich collaborating with the 
authorities there © on munition 
matters, 

Returning to Canada’ with his 
wife on the ill-fated ‘Royal 
George," which was wrecked below 
Quebec, Colonel and Mrs. Greville- 
Harston went through. a trying ex. 
perience, the little boat into which 
they crowded being tossed about 
in the lower St. Lawrence for over 
ten hours in biting cold and = a 
heavy wind. His wife never quite 
recovered from, the harrowing. ex- 
perience and died a short time 
changing.

In June, 1917, 
he returned to Canada and 
retired, but later in the same year 
went back to England, serving 
firat.under the Army Council an 
later, at their suggestion, under 
the Admiralty, It waa in England 
that the Brig.-General.did ycoman 
and valuable servicc in the matter 
of. munitions, superintending the 
re-building of salvaged rifles and 
Lewis guns. Later, his aervices 


were requested by the Admiralty | 


in connexion with -shella for the 
flect, and he organised an {nspec- 
tion system in some of the largest 
munition factories (notaby at 
Luton) where shells were not be- 
ing properly filled. 

As a member of the Imperiai 
Munitions Board in England, he 
performed some of the moat meri- 
torious service of hia career. 
One instance will suffice. A large 
shipment of. Colt guna had been 
made to the Canadian troops in 
France but upon their arrival in 
England inspection proved them to 
be defective and practically use- 
less as far ag service was con- 
cerned.. The General immediately 
went to work and after consider- 
‘able research and renovation had 
heen made he converted the entire 
ahipment into michine gona which 
were Inter used on_ the British 
cruisers patrolling th8 North Sea. 

After the Armistice, — Brig- 
General Greville-Harston was a 
suest of honour of the Grand Fleet 
and received the thanks of the 


Admiralty and the War Office for}. 


the work he had done.. 

In 1921, the late General visited 
Hongkong. hia nephew being Mr. 
J, Scott Harston.
